"A Doll's House" was the first lb 
sen play produced in this country, be- 
ing first presented in Louisville. Ky., 
in 1883 by Madame Modjeska and at 
the Woodland Auditorium in Lexing- 
ton in 1909, when a professional group 
of players offered the production. 

"A Doll's House" has the greatest 
perepetia or break-down ever written 
and the last act is unquestionably tin- 
greatest last act that has ever been 
written since the time of Shakespeare 
or even before. Ibsen wrote "A Doll's 
House" to show a woman's soul in 
travail beset by obstacles oi her own 
and other's making and he thoroughly 
accomplished his task for Nora Hel- 
mer, a lark-like creature in Act I, 
grows before our eyes from scene to 
scene until, at the fall of the curtain, 
she is another woman.

The University of Kentucky track 
u-am returned Sunday from Mont- 
gomery, Ala., where they took second 
place in the annual S. L C. meet held 
there last week. 

To the surprise of spectators, who 
expected the strong Louisiana State 
University to furnish the second place 
team in the meet, the Wildcats with 
only six men entered, came second to 
Mississippi A. & M., who won the 
meet hy an overwhelming score, taking 
all of the trophies offered in various 
events. The score of the winning ag- 
gregation was 64« points while that 
of Kentuckv was IWi. 

Ray Mall, the Kentucky entry in the 
one and two mile run, took first place 
in the two mile event and broke the 
Southern Intercollegiate record for it 
when he negotiated the distance in Un- 
remarkable time of 9 minutes 58.5 sec- 
onds, completely outclassing the field. 
Hall finished his race 200 yards in 
front of his nearest competitor and 
came down the stretch in a sprint. 

Eight other records fell during the 
Saturday afternoon events, five of them 
going to Mississippi A. & M. aggre- 
gation. The Mississippi team took 
the trophy for winning the meet, that 
offered for high point man, and the 
Crampton mile relay trophy. 

Two other first places went to the 
Wildcats when Brady came within 
three inches of the S. I. C. record for 
the pole vault, jumping 11 feet nine 
inches. Hughes took the third first 
place for Kentucky when he jumped 
21 feet three inches in the broad 
jump. Other scorers for the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky were: Tracy second 
pttct iii the 440-yard dash; Brady 
second place in the broad jump, be- 
ing beaten by Hughes for first place, 
and Hughes tied for third place in the 
high jump.
